was confirmed by the next section, 
which expressly provided for en- 
forcement by stating that ‘Con- 
gress and the several] states shall, 
have concurrent power to enforce 
this article by appropriate legisla- 
tion.” :

Post Exchanges Ovérsces‘Are 
Taken Over by the Mili- 
tary Authorities 


Asserting that the valuable aid ren- 
dered by the war service of the Y. M. 
C. A. had been a large factor in the 
final great accomplishments of the 
American army, General Pershing, in 
& communication to BE. C. Carter, in 
charge of association operations with 
the American Expeditionary Forces, 
Days a splendid tribute to the work 
which this agency accomplished under 
extreme difficulties and handicaps. 
“The Y. M. C. A. served the army bet- 
ter than could have beén expected,” 
says General Pershing. 

At its own request the American Y 
‘MC. A. has been relieved from main 
taining post exchanges with the Ex- 
Peditionary forces overseas, the need 
for such service having been relieved 
with the signihg of the armistice. Cor- 
fespondence exchanged between Gen- 
‘eral Pershing and E. C. Carter, in 
charge of the Y. M. C. A. with the 
army, resulted in this decision. Car- 
ter wrote to General Pershing January 
29th as follows: 

Dear General Pershing: 

A year and a half ago you re- 
quested the Y. M. C. A. to under- 
take operations for post exchanges 
for the Asieriéan Expeditionary 
Fortes in‘ order that “officers’ and 
‘efligted mén may not be tiken 
away for that purpose from their 
parameunt military functions of 
training and figh ie 

Ag e0bn as hostilities ceased we 

owt yo you ‘the quéstion 
whether tine hid not come for the 
Y. .M..C. A, to be feli¢ved of the 
operation of post exchanges in 
view of the fact that tliere Was no 
longer the same pressthg demand 
on man power of the army for 
train: and fighting. When we 
first ralsed the question with you 
it did not appear to you that it was 
feasible in the best intérests of 
maximum servite to thé army that 
a chdhge be made. Now the situ- 
ation ig niaterially altered. 

Reéent general orders frém main 
headquarters and requests from 
commanding officers have laid on 
the Y. M. C. A. increased responsi- 
bilities in promoting educational, 
athletic and entertainment activi- 
ties in the American Expeditionary 
Force. This is placing a rapidly 
increasing burden upon our per- 
sonnel. The army is also now pre- 
paring for the delivery of all sup- 
plies for post exchanges which 
heretofore have been imported,
